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KIPLEY DEFIES THE LAW. 


PROFANELY TAKES A STAND ON GAM- 
BLING AND “BLIND PIGS.”

Tells Alderman Bennett and a Thirty- 
fourth Ward Citisens’ Committee 
He Will Clese Such Resorts or Let 
Them Stay Open, as He Please 
Protestants Will Carry the Matter 
Into Court—They Severely Arraign 
Howe and Maloney. 


Joseph Kipley, Chief of Police, clearly de- 
fined his position on the question of gam- 
bling and blind pigs ’”’ yesterday, and it 
remains to be seen whether his stand is 
indorsed by the city administration of which 
he is the representative. 

I will close up these joints, or I will 
allow them to remain open, just as I —— 
please, and I don’t see what in —— you peo- 
ple are going to do about it, anyway. I am 
not looking for advice.“ 

Such was the reply Chief Kipley made to 
a committee of twenty-five property-owners 
of the Thirty-fourth Ward, who, headed by 
Alderman Frank I. Bennett of that ward, 
waited on the Chief at the City Hall in the 
afternoon and protested against the action 
of Acting Inspector Howe and Captain Ma- 
loney in allowing a dozen gambling-houses 
and “blind pigs” to run openly and for 
twenty-four hours a day in the neighbor- 
hood of the Coliseum. 

The foregoing quotation of the Chief's re- 
sponse to the committce’s protest is guar- 
anteed by George W. Riggs, manager of the 
local agency of the New York Life Insur- 
ance company, to be literally and exactly 
correct. Mr. Riggs wus a member of the 
citizens’ committee which visited Mr. Kip- 
ley. 

Kipley Shews Them the Door. 


Alderman Bennett acted as spokesman for 
the committee, and the Chief listened to his 
complaint, but not without a show of ill- 
temper. When he had finished Chief Kip- 
ley, turning to Alderman Bennett, gave 
utterance to the words quoted. 

The door was thrown open and the aston- 
ished committee left the room. A more in- 
dignant lot of men probably never left the 
City Hall, and the result was steps were im- 
mediately taken to put the matter in the 
hands of competent lawyers, and a fight 
against corrupt police methots will probably 
be begun in the courts in a few days. 

Alderman Bennett was elected in the Thir- 
ty-fourth Ward at the last election on the 
Prohibition ticket, defeating Alderman John 
O’Neil. The one issue was whether blind 
plgs and gambling-houses were to be al- 
lowed to run. Bennett promised to do his 
utmost to shut them up and keep them shut 
up. 

Running Wide Open Again. 


) For a time the district was clear of both 


Saloons and gambling dens, but shortly after 


Captain Howe was made Acting Inspector 
of the Hyde Park district the old places 
along Sixty-third street and Stony Island 
avenue began to open up for business. At 
first they were run quietly, but for the last 
few weeks no pretense at concealment has 
been made. 

Alderman Bennett and the property-own- 
ers of the neighborhood at first confined 
their complaints to Captain Maloney of the 
Woodlawn Station, but besides fair prom- 
ises and profuse apologies no other satis- 
faction was secured. and the dens ran as 
wide open as ever. Finally Alderman 
Bennett, together with Mr. Riggs, called 
upon Acting Inspector Howe on Saturday 
afternoon and entered a vigorous complaint 
against Captain Maloney. Howe assured 
them the places would be promptly closed. 
On Sunday afternoon Captain Maloney re- 
ceived orders to close all the blind pigs ”’ 
and gambling-houses in the precinct. 


Claim City Hall Protection. 


But the property-owners enjoyed only a 
few hours’ trtumph, for Monday morning 
the places were again in full blast. Mr. 
Riggs learned from the proprietors they had 
received permission from the City Hall that 
morning to open. They informed him they 
had made up a pool, each putting in $12.50 
as an original payment, and paying a cer- 
tain amount each week, this money all be- 
ing paid to a man known to represent a 
certain high police official.“ 

Armed with these facts, Mr. Riggs and 
Alderman Bennett, together with W. IL. 
Shepard, M. J. Keating, L. D. Courtright, 
H. J. Foote, James Rosenthal, and H. D. 
McMunn, all property-owners and residents 
of Captain Maloney’s precinct, again waited 
upon Acting Inspector Howe and laid the 
new case before him. 

“I have been told to pay no attention to 
your complaints, and have been advised to 
tell you to go down to the City Hall with 
all further complaints,“ was his answer. 
**I will pay no further attention to the mat- 
ter at all.“ 

Benne tt's Letter te Kipley. 


It was agreed the committee should call 
on Chief Kipley during the afternoon, and 
between times Alderman Bennett wrote the 
following note to the Chief and sent it down 
to the City Hall by special messenger: 


Mr. Joseph Kipley, Chief of Police, Chicago— 
Dear Sir: Upon my return from my vacation I 
found that Sixty-third street, east of the Illinois 
railroad, was infested with many 
“blind pigs and ga ng resorts. I asked 
Captain Maloney to close these places and he 
failed to do so, after having promised that he 
would. I therefore called upon Captain Howe

ended with his promise to see Maloney and close 
them up. He, too, failed to keep his word, and 
thereupon I wrote him a letter, a copy of which 
I herewith inclose. Upon receipt of this letter 
Captain Howe and Captain Maloney called at my 
residence and assured*me these places would be 
closed. This was Sunday evening. The places 
were substantially closed until 11 p. m. Sunday. 
with the exception of a few secret games and the 
selling of liquor on the sly in a few places. They

School began in Lake Forest yesterday 
with the singing by bright-faced boys and 


girls of: 


. How we love our teachers; 
How we love our school. 


After the song Alderman A. W. Cobb ar- 
rested Principal J. A. Hornberger, and then 
the opening exercises closed with prayer. 

Alderman Cobb marched Principal Horn- 
berger away toa magistrate, but this did not 
interfere with the usual routine of the first 
day of school. Principal Frank Page went 
ahead with the formation of the classes, and 
then hastily dismissed school before Prin- 
cipal Hornberger could secure his release 
and return to the seat of learning. This 
morning Principal Page is in hopes that he 
will rule alone at the beginning of school 
for the day, as Principal Hornberger’s hear- 
ing is set for 9 o’clock, and it will be hard 
tor him to reach the school until almost 10. 

Lake Forest doesn’t usually have two 
principals of the school. This year, how- 
ever, both the City Council and the 
School board lay claim to the right of hiring 
the teachers and controlling the school 
fund, and as both cannot perform these 
functions they have applied to the courts 
to settle the matter. But pending the de- 
cision of the courts came Sept. 7, and with 
it the opening of school. And with the open- 
ing of school came the rival principals, both 
of whom declare they will teach the Lake 
Forest idea until the courts declare them in 
the wrong. 

Alderman Cobb, who represents the School 
Board, decided that the best way to get 
Principal Hornberger, who was elected by 
the School Board, out of the way was to ar- 
rest him as a trespasser. 

Principal Hornberger in retaliation threat- 
ens suit for $10,000 against Lake Forest. 
This makes the situation more interesting. 

The fight which resulted in two princi- 
pals at Lake Forest started last spring. At 
that time a proposition to have a regular 
Board of Education under the State law was 
carried by ninety votes for to forty against. 
An election date was set, and after a hard 
fight the ticket headed by Attorney Charles 
S. Weaver won. The Council members who 
had deen supporting the other ticket raised 
a hue and cry and finally declared the School 
Board election was illegal, because, as they 
maintained, there was not a majority of the 
voters cast a yes or no on the ques- 
tion. 

President Weaver and his board soon after 
their election and before its legality had 
been questioned, selected Professor J. A. 
Hornberger, formerly head of the schools 
in Pekin, III., as principal. 

Two weeks ago the Council advertised for 
a principal and selected Frank R. Page, a 
young Harvard graduste. . 


Both principals presentéd themselves yes-, 4 


terday in good faith under instructions from 
the people who hired them and both declare 
they will stay. 

President Weaver escorted Principal 
Hornberger to the schoolhouse and Princi- 
pal Page was flanked by Alderman Cobb. 
Alderman Cobb ordered both President 
Weaver and Mr. Hornberger to leave the 
premises, and when they refused placed 
Hornberger under arrest. 

The teachers and subordinate employés in 
the school at Lake Forest are, most of them, 
in the position of Janitor Werner, who, 
when President Weaver said, pointing to 
Hornberger: This is your principal,“ re- 
plied, I don’t see um!“ and bolted down- 
stairs.

Pittsburg Miners Practically 
Agree to the Terms of 
Compromise. 


DOLAN’S PLEA FOR PEACE 


Strikers Get More than They 
at First Really. Hoped 
For. 


WOMEN FIGHT THE DEPUTIES 


Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 7.—[Special.]—The 
convention of miners of the Pittsburg dis- 
trict, called to consider the strike settle- 
ment, was sensational. District President 
Patrick Dolan’s speech brought tears to the 
eyes of many strong men. He begged and 
pleaded with the delegates not to oppose 
the compromise. 

John Higgins, a Pan-Handle striker, led 
the opposition. There were over 100 dele- 
gates in the convention, and over half were 
opposed to a compromise. Many came to 
the convention with iron-clad instructions 
to vote against it. Higgins charged the na- 
tional officers with “ selling out to the op- 
erators, President Dolan said: 

“I would be a scoundrel if I advised you 
to stay out. The time has come when we 
must give up sentimentalism and accept 
the operators’ terms. They are better than 
your officers expected. While we struck for 
69 cents, we never expected to get it. We 
thought if we got 60 cents we would be sat- 
isfied, but we forced the operators to agree 
to five cents more. For God’s sake, men, 
think of the thousands of women and chil- 
dren naked and hungry. I have the courage 
to stand here and tell you if you continue 
it you will get whipped. We have begged 
all we can get from the public, and with no 
contributions we cannot keep up the fight. 
There is not a national officer of your or- 
ganization who would not give up his life 
before selling out. You, John Higgins, are 
a traitor. You tried to get the men at Can- 
onsburg to go back to work.“ 

At this point Higgins, white with rage, 
jumped to his feet and shouted: “‘ That is 
a lie.“ 


St. Louis Conference a Sham. 

“I can prove it.“ continued Dolan. “I 
am satisfied to go on with the struggle, but 
the cause is growing weaker every day. 
The St. Louis conference was a confession of 
weakness. It was not attended by one na- 
tional officer of a labor union from such a 
great labor center as Pittsburg. All the 
national officers of labor organizations who 
have been in the field in West Virginia are 
leaving that State, and the miners are going 
back to work. The operators may get bull- 
headed and withdraw their offer.’’

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ALL AT HIS HEART. 


Simon Kent Fatally Shot in a 
Peculiar Manner. 


J. AURAND IS ARRESTED. 


Latter Fires Wild While Strug- 
gling with Policemen. 


OFFICERS SO EXPLAIN IT. 


Simon Kent, 250 South St. Louis avenue, 
an employé of the People’s Gas Light and 
Coke company, was shot and fatally wounded 
as the result of a struggle between Jacob 
Aurand, a private watchman, and Police- 
men Hurley and Smith at Colorado avenue 
and Downey court at 10:30 last night. 

Kent and Aurand were quarreling when the 
two policemen in plain clothes approached. 
Aurand, it is supposed, mistook them for 
highwaymen, and opened fire. In thestrug- 
gle to disarm him the weapon was turned 
toward Kent and fired, one of the bullets 
striking him just under the heart. 

He was taken to the County Hospital, 
where it was said at 2 o’clock this morning 
he was dying. There were no eye witnesses 
to the affair except the policemén, who say 
they did not use their revolvers at all. 

Jacob Aurand, the man arrested for the 
shooting, has been employed as watchman 
in the new buildings under construction at 
Colorado avenue and Downey court for 
two weeks. He lives at Colorado and Al- 
bany avenues, and was employed by John 
McSorley, the contractor. 

Story of the Police. 

Policemen Hurley and Smith, who are de- 
tailed in plain clothes at the West Lake 


‘Street Station, were passing one of the new 


buildings at 10:30 p. m., they say, when 
they saw the watchman struggling with a 
man on the sidéwalk. They jumped from 
the car, and, as they did so, the watchman 
drew his revolver and pointed it at his op- 
ponent, Kent. Kent had attempted to walk 
on the sidewalk in front of the half finished 
structure and had been stopped by the 
watchman, the police say, though there was 
no apparent reason for such action. 

Hurley and Smith, thinking the watchman 
was about to shoot, rushed upon the two 
men, showing their stars, they say, and 
calling upon them to surrender. Aurand 
released his hold on Kent and turned upon 
the detectives. 

I don’t care who you are,“ they report 
him as saying, no one can pass along this 
Sidewalk.“ 

He still flourished his revelver and Smith 
grappled with him and tried to wrest the 
revolver from hid hand. 

Hits One of the Officers. 

As Smith rushed towards him Aurand 
fired once, the bullet going wide of the mark, 
and when the policeman tried to pin his 
arms behind him turned his revolver loose 
on Hurley, who was facing him. In this 
position he fired five more times, one of 
the bullets, Hurley says, grazing his cheek 
and making a slight wound. 

Once the gun was empty, Hurley tackled 
the watchman, and between them

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der turned their attention to Kent, 
who had fallen to the ground at the fourth 
shot, and found him unconscious, the blood 
gushing from a wound just under the heart. 
The patrol wagon was hastily summoned 
and the injured man driven at full speed to 
the County Hospital. 

Fights Twe Powerful Men. 

After the shooting Aurand made no at- 
tempt to escape, but submitted quietly to 
arrest. He was taken to the hospital, but 
the doctors would not permit of Kent's at- 
tempting to identifying him. 

The police know little of either men. On 
Aurand were found two cards showing he 
is a member of a carpenters’ union and an 
address, 918 West Fourteenth street.

One more of Adolph L. Luetgert's former 
laborers gave evidence in behalf of the State 
yesterday. The witness was Nicholas Faber, 
who was employed at the sausage factory 
till last February. Faber swore positively. 
that he saw Louisa, Luetgert disappear 
down the alley towards the sausage factory 
with her husband late on the night of May 1. 
Still later Charles Hengst, a grocer at 1206 
Clybourn avenue, swore that he heard a 
scream, that was suddenly choked off, come 
from the direction of the factory at the time 
the murder is said to have been committed. 

The rigid cross-examination that these two 
witnesses and the others who were intro- 


| duced by the State underwent only appeared 


to strengthen their testimony for the prose- 
cution. Not one contradicted himself. It . 
was the general opinion that the cross-ex- 
aminations had helped rather than detract- 
ed from the State’s evidence. 


Faber the Needed Link. 


Faber’s evidence was the one link in the 
chain which the State was anxious to estab- 
lish firmly before presenting its expert testi- 
mony. Like most of the witnesses, Faber 
is a German, who has been but six and one- 
half years in America. He had to tall¥ 
through an interpreter. He worked for 
Luetgert two years as a laborer, till the fac- 
tory closed last February. Most of the time 
he was engaged in washing out the far famed 
basement vats. 

On the night of the alleged murder Faber 
started to see another former Luetgert em- 
ployé, who lives in Clybourn avenue, 
Fullerton. He left his home, 641 Noble ave- 
nue, about 9:80 O clock, and when he reached | 


Luetgert's house about 10 o’ 


Faber said he went along in Cl 
nue as far as the Northwestern terra 
works, and up Hermitage avenue, w 
Luetgert’s. house stands, to Diversey street, 
It was light enough tor him easily to 
out persons some distance off. 

When Faber arrived opposite the Luetgert 
alley, which runs from Hermitage avenue 
west between the cottage and the factury, 
he heard two people talking in German, and 
turned about to see who they were. 


Luetgert Turns a Quick Har. 

As Faber reached that point in his evidence 
Luetgert’s face was white and his hands 
were shaking from a quarrel he had just had 
with the colored deputy who has charge of 
him, and the effect of the testimony was 
scarcely noticeable. But Luetgert now sat 
watching him closely and occasionally 
glancing at the jurors. When Assistant 
State’s Attorney McEwen said: What 
next did you see?’ Luetgert turned his ear 
sharply in the direction of Faber. . 

Faber was on the same side of the street, 
he said, and could see plainly to the other 
end of the alley. Luetgert and his wife wera

They were led into giving detatis 
and throwing side lights which fixed the 
picture or the event in the minds of the audi- 
ence; or they were moved indignantly to re- 
pudiate the insinuations against their hon- 
esty or intelligence which Mr. Phalen felt 
constrained to make. 

So much was this the case tHat on more 
than one occasion ft seemed to me that Mr. 
McEwen purposely left Mr. Phalen to elicit |

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J. H. Longden of Law School 
Fame Takes Abject Oath. 


CLEARS BALDWIN’S NAME. 


Garden City “College” Man Apol- 
ogizes-for Deception. 


SEES THE TRIBUNE EXPOSE. 


James H. Longden, whose alleged law col- 
lege, known as the Garden City Law School, 
in the People’s Institute Building, was 
shown up in THE TRIBUNE of last Sunday, 
yesterday acknowledged under oath that he 
was practicing a fraud on the public in an- 
nouncing that Dr. A. E. Paldwin was one 
of the instructors in his concern.

Tun stocks of grain in Chicago elevators 
on last Saturday evening were 1,880,000 
bushels of wheat, 14,189,000 bushels of corn, 
2,975,000 bushels of oats, 490,000 bushels of 
rye, and 80,000 bushels of barley. Total, 
19,514,000 bushels of all kinds of grain, 
against 20,315,000 bushels a year ago. For 
the same date the Secretary of the Chicago 
Board of Trade states the visible supply of 
grain in the United States and Canada as 
14,817,000 bushels of wheat, 31,220,000 bushels 
of corn, 9,543,000 bushels of oats, 2,383,000 
bushels of rye, and 1,306,000 bushels of 
barley. These figures are smaller than the 
corresponding ones of a week ago by 656,000 
bushels in wheat, and larger by 3,347,000 
bushele in corn and 298,000 bushels in 
oats. The visible supply of wheat for the 
corresponding week of a year ago decreased 
106,000 bushels. 


Tue Nebraska State Board of Agriculture 
announces that there are yet in the hands of 
the farmers of the State 100 million bushels 
of old corn and 50 millions in cribs. They 
have 250 millien bushels of new corn safe 
from bad weather or frost. 
corn, which has been somewhat injured by 
hot weather, they will save from 25 to 60 
million bushels. The farmers have also 
raised 75 million bushels of wheat, rye, oata, 
barley, and flaxseed. This makes a total of 
about 500 million bushels of grain of ail 
kinds, of which about 350 million bushels 
will be shipped out of the State during the 
next twelve months, and will be paid for in 
honest gold money. It is not strange when 
the exports of the State are so great and 
bring as good prices as they do that Ne- 
braska farmers should be paying off their 
mortgages and losing interest in Bryan and 
his free silver delusion. 


BRYAN’S FALSEHOODS EAPOSED. 
Bryan says in his letter printed in last 
Sundays TRIBUNB, among other things, 


the following: 

1. We were told last fall that an appreciating dol- 
lar was a national „ and yet within a year 
the entire Republican press is in ecstasy because the 
purchasing power of 4 dollar hag been to some 
extent decreased, 

2. The wage-earners were told last fall that a rise 
in the price of commodities would be detrimental 
to them, and yet, behold how happy the Republican 
spell-binders are because one great staple—flour— 
has risen! 

3. Laboringmen were told that their wages 
would be virtually reduced when it required more 
dollars to buy a given amount of food and clothing. 
Can it be that our opponents have forgotten the 
** railway sound money clubs ? 


1. Most of the above is the manufacture 
of the Boy Orator of the Platte him- 
self. He is the man who proclaimed from 


several hundred stumps that gold was ap- 


preciating to the great injury of the coun- 
try—that it would buy more commodities 
than it did before the crime of stopping 
the free coinage of silver was perpetrated 
in 1873, and that it bought more solely 
because of that crime.“ 

The reply was made to him scores of 
times by Tun Teo and other leading 
newspapers that gold had not appreciated, 
but had depreciated by the great crucial 
test of wages for labor. They cited Con- 
gressional official reports proving it—ehow- 
ing that from. 1850 to 1860 gold had de- 
preciated about 2 to 3 per eent a year, by 
that test, on the compensation of 8 or more 


‘millions of wage earners of all classes, and 


that from 1860 to 1890 wages measured 
by graing of gold paid per hour or day had 
more than 33 zan that from the 
dute of the “ crime of stopping fece silver 
coinage in 1873 to 1803 wages in gold had 
inereased 66 to 75 per cent, These facts 
knocked out Bryan’s false assertions, and 
he neither denied nor attempted to ex- 
plain them. As regards gold per grain or 
ounce buying more commodities, Tus 
TRIBUNE over and over again thrust.in 
Bryan's teeth the plain fact that commodi- 
ties were cheapening all over the civilized 
world each year by reason of labor-saving 
methods of production and automatic 
machinery, greater use of steam power, 
better ways of transportation, greater 
concentration ef capital, and economies of 
various kinds, obvious to all men except 
ignoramuses and willfuliy blind p 

and charlatan oficeseekers. c 

Tun Trrevune and other papers and 
stump: speakers pointed out the cnormous 
infiuence and controlling effect of supply 
and demand on the price of any product 
seeking a market. Bryan never ventured 
to take up and discuss this point or any 
of the other points made against him. He 
evades them even now. He iguores and 
dodges. If he were an honest politician he 
would meet these arguments squarely, He 
would seek to refute them or would admit 
their trüth and own up that he was iu the 
wrong. 

2. The wage-earners were not told by 
the Republicans last fall or at any otber 
time that a rise in the prices of commodi- 
ties "—or wagea—{in sound, gold standard 
money) “ would be detrimental to them.” 
Bryan sneaks in a falsehood by suppressing 
the qualifying phrase “in sound, gold 
standard money.” 

The rise in the price of commodities which 
Bryan called for was a rise measured in 46- 
cent dollars. Of such a rise, measured 
in a half-bogus money, the Republicans 
said last fall a million times that in reality 
the seller got no better price, that no one 
was benefited if he received in depreciated 
silver with only 30 per cent of purchasing 
power twice as high a price as had been 
paid him in full-value money; and that two 
4G-cent free silver dollars were not as good 
as one 100-cent gold dollar, 

Bryan never could be coaxed or driven 
to face thie self-evident proposition. If 
he could not explain it away his free silver 
argument was left without a leg to stand 
on. As be could not controvert that prupo- 
sition he dodged it to the end of the cam, 
paign. He is dodging still, | 

Bryan will not admit even yet that one 
$9-cent silver dollar is of less value to 
the holder than one 100-cent dollar. The 
question is one he evades whenever he can. 
but when crowded to the wall and choked 
til his tongue hangs out, ho gasps 
out a dishonest declaration that a 39 
cent free silver dollar is as good, if 
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would not go up as rapidly as the price of | 
goods and wares. Thus their wages would 
be reduced beéause, while they would not 
be receiving two cheap silver dollars where 
they had received one gold dollar, the shop- 
keepers would be demanding more than two 
cheap silver dollars where they used-to ask 
one gold dollar, The workingmen were 
also tald by Tun Tripunp and other Re- 
publicans that if free silver coinage had not 
been stopped in 1878 the laboring classes 
or masses would have been paid in rapid- 
ly depreciating silver money from the time 
of regumption in 1878 to the present day 
instead of in gold money. 

Mr. Bryan has never tried his teeth in 
cracking that nut, fearing he would break 
his teeth rather than the nut. He dodges 
that point also. 

As to the “railroad men —about 100,- 
000. of them are getting work naw who were 
idle last year when it was thought that 
free silver at 16 to 1 might be substituted 
for the gold standard and that Bryan might 
possibly be elected President: and the ten- 
dency is now towards not only full employ- 


ment, but higher wages for work. Bryan 
can not deny that. ;

ALTGELD STILL UNHAPPY. 

Altgeld is still alarmed about the future 
of the republic. He is more alarmed than 
ever, because he is out of office and can do 
nothing officially to keep the eountry from 
hastening to swift decay. The speech de- 
livered by him at Philadelphia on Labor 
day was simply an intensified repetition of 
his old jeremiads, 

“Government by ‘injunction’ and the 
performance by greedy, soulless corpora- 
tions of functions which should be per- 
formed by the government will enslave and 
lmpoverish the people, according to Altgeld, 
if allowed to continue. As might be ex- 
pected, he sees a remedy for many evils in 
socialism, which he calls an ideal state, 
founded on justice.” But Altgeld is com- 
pelled to admit that “ the world is not ripe 
for the application of socialism.” 

Nevertheless, he would like to take a step 
in the direction of socialism. He would 
like to see the railroads, the telegraphs, and 
the coal mines the property of the state. 
He assumes that if the mines were bought 
by the government at a fair price and 
operated by it the miners could be paid liy- 
ing wages and coal be sold at little above 
the cost of production. This would be a 
return to the middle ages system of fixing 
the price of labor and of commodities. 

To reform municipalities Altgeld proposes 
that they shall run gas works and street 
railroads. Cities must assume those func- 
tions even if they cannot do the work as 
well as private corporations do, because 
there is no other way, Altgeld thinks, in 
which municipalities can protect their 
virtue against such corporations, 

Of the grave dangers which will follow 
if the wages of two million steam and street 
railroad employés, coal miners, and tele- 
graph and telephone operators were fixed 
ty Congressmen and Aldermen Altgeld had 
nothing to say. Other men who deplore the 
abuses of corporate power as much as Alt- 
geld does, but who are not saturated, as he 
is, with Socialist doctrines, ean discern 
grave hazards to the peace of the republic 
if demagogical Congressmen are allowed 
to fix the wage seales of the men who elect 
them. 

Intelligent labor men understand this. 
They are not in favor of a system under 
which the government would pay to voters 
whose names were on the government pay- 
rolls wages which would be increased by 
each sueceeding Congress, while other 
workingmen would have to be taxed more 
heavily in order that such wages might be 
paid. 

But while he denounced the corporations 
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bitterly, and declared that they were de- 


stroying free government by corruption, 
that which he and his old friend Debs call 
“government by injunction” made him 
froth at the mouth with rage. 

This is an old grievance with Altgeld. 
When Debs was enjoined in 1804 from in- 
terfering with the carrying on of the inter- 
state commerce and the transportation of 
the mails Altgeld protested, and he has been 
protesting ever since. In order to oblige 
him the Democratic eonvention, when it 
met in this city last year, inserted in the 
platform a plank denouncing “ government 
by injunction.” 

Injunctions have been granted this year 
to prevent trespassing on private property 
and the molestation ef men who were at 
work by crowds of strikers Those injuuc- 
tions the embittered Altgeld called a vio- 
lation of the constitution and a high crime.” 
He called for the impeachment of the 
Judges, federal and State, who granted 
them and their removal from office. Ile 
would like to see the Supreme Court Judges 
who have held that such injunctions are not 
unlawful also removed from office, 

But no Judges will be impeached and the 


"injunctions Altgeld denounces will be issued 


whenever necessary. There will not be 
much occasion for issuing them, however, 
when it is generally understood that the 
courts have the authority to issue them. 
There will be no more railroad strikes like 
that of Debs’, because the railroad em- 
ployés know what the courts can do. 

So Altgeld's ffming and fretting are in 
vain and he might as well accept the situa- 
tion gracefully, The government by in- 
junction issue will not put him back in 
office again. 


CAUCUS REFORM. 

One of the leading articles in the Septem- 
ber number of the American Review of 
Reviews is contributed by Ralph M. Easley, 
the secretary of the Chicago Civic federa- 
tion. Mr. Easley’s subject is Caucus Re- 
form,” one to which the organization he 
represents gave particular attention during 
the last session of the Legislature. Sub- 
sequently it has been coupled with tax re- 
form in a petition for an extra session ad- 
dressed to the Governor by the Civic fed- 
eration, 

Aside from its natural value as a contribu- 
tion to the scanty literature on this subject, 
from one whe has made it a special study 
and has had peculiar advantages for arriving 
at correct conclusions on mooted points, the 
article is of especial note because it makes 
the first public announcement of a move- 
ment which is of national scope. Mr. 
Rasley says: 

It may be stated that

The evils attaching to primary elections 


which characterize all large cities in the 
country and through these large voting 
centers poison the political lifeblood of the 
nation, Perhaps a national moyement for 
reform of the primary will be more effective 
than sporadic, localized effort. The awak- 
ening of the public conscience ig itself 
will be an inestimable boon to pure politics. 


THE YELLOW FEVER VISITATION. 

The report that a number of well-de- 
fined cases of yellow fever have made 
their appearance at Ocean Springs, a pop 
ular watering place on the gulf coast be- 
tween New Orleans and Mobile, has taken 
the country by surprise and is well .cal- 
culated to cause alarm at all exposed 
points throughout the South generally. 
While some 600 cases are now reported 
to Kave occurred, the proportionately small 
number of deaths—only about one and a 
half per cent—led to the belief that the 


disease was “dengue,” a sort of “ vario- 


loid fever not ordinarily regarded as dan- 
gerous. The occurrence of a fatal case 
at New Orleahs, however, appears to have 
aroused the health authorities of the three 
States of Louisiana, Mississippi, and Ala- 
bama, and of the cities of Mobile and New 
Orleans to the gravity of the situation, 
and vigorous steps have already been 
taken to prevent the spread of the disease 
and, if possible, stamp it out where it has 
already obtained a foothold, A leading 
fact justifying the hope that this can be 
done is the lateness of the season at which 
the disease has made its appearance, with 
the limited area so far affected by it. One 
of the first steps will, of course, be a vig- 
orous qfarantine against all infected 
points—in fact, these have already been 
instituted along the gulf coast and may be 
extended as the situation is better under- 
stood, 

While the disease has prevailed more 
frequently in the Southern States, and 
especially in proximity to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, during the last fifty years, its visita- 
tions to North Atlantic coast cities were 
much more frequent a century ago than at 
a later period. According to statistical 
authority Boston has been visited by it ten 
times between 1691 and 1858, and in 1780 
and 1798 was ravaged by it ir epidemic 
form. Other Northern cities visited by it 
have been New York 63 times (1668-1873) 
and Philadelphia 84 times (1695-1870), 
while it has been a frequent visitor at Nor- 
folk, Charleston, Mobile, Pensacola, New 
Orleans, Galveston, and other coast cities. 
In every instance, both on the gulf coast 
as well as farther north, it has been intro- 
dueed by shipping from the West Indies or 
South American ports. In the present in- 
stance it is believed to have had its origin 
by way of the United States quarantine 
station at Ship Island off Ocean Springs. 

New Orleans, owing to its nearness to 
the coast and its intimate commercial con- 
nection with Havana and South American 
ports, has been more frequently visited by 
the disease than any other city on the 
North American continent; in fact, there 
have probably been few years when it has 
not made its appearance there in some 
form. This has led the authorities there 
to exercise the most thorough precautions 
against its spread, while knowledge of the 
most effective modes of treatment has 
enable them to keep it within control. 

The most serious and widespread visita- 
tion of the disease in history was that of 
1878, which extended over a large portion 
of the South, and as far north as Cairo. 
Memphis was the greatest sufferer, losing 
upwards of 4,000 of its population, although 
New Orleans lost nearly the same number. 
Memphis was again visited the following 
year, but did not suffer to the same extent, 
while New Orleans, by a vigorous system 
of quarantine and disinfection, almost en- 
tirely escaped. 

The most serious epidemic was that of 
1888. That began at Jacksonville, Fla., 
the latter part of July, and continued until 
December before it was exhausted. During 
that period there were 4,704 cases at Jack- 
sonville with 412 deaths, while a number 
of smaller towns and cities, including Fer- 
nandina and Gainesville, Ga., suffered in 
almost equal proportion. The steps taken 
by Dr. John B. Hamilton, now of the 
Elgin (Ill.) Hospital for the Insane, but 
then Surgeon General of the United States 
army, by isolating the people in the ex- 
posed districts in various camps, is be- 


| lieved to have been effective in preventing 


the spread of the contagion. 

The short period now likely to intervene 
between the discovery of the disease and the 
appearance of frost, with improved safe- 
guards and appliances employed in its treat- 
ment of late years, justifies the hope that 
ita effects will be of short duration and 
limited to a small area. 


FOLLOWING WRONG LEADERS. 

One vf the ministers who preached last 
Sunday stated that one mistake which labor 
men of all classes are in danger of making 
is the choosing and the following of wrong 
leaders,” The curse of the laboring man 
has been the so-called labor leaders. Not 
that they have all of them been bad, but 
some of them have been.” 

These remarks will stand a wider applica- 
tion, Labor men often follow wrong leau- 
ers, but they are not the only ones who do 80. 
There are political demagogues ss well as 
labor demagogues, and both kinds have fol- 
lowers. 

There are some workingmen who believe 
that whatever Debs tells them is gospel. 
There are scores of minor demagogues who 
spend their time in fomenting strikes and 
teaching labor that it ia being rubbed by 
capital. There are innumerable walking 
delegates who are most mischievous when 
they are most active. 

That laboring men can be deceived so 
often and by such arrant humbugs reflects 
diseredit on the intelligence of labor. Rut it 
should not be forgotten that last year six 
and a half million men voted te make Bryan 
President. After such a display of igno- 
rance as that on the part of farmers, shop- 
keepers, and clerks, as well as wageworkers, 
it is not exactly the thing to blame working- 
men for being led astray by labor dema- 
gogues. 

Only an inconsiderable fraction of the 
men whe voted for Bryan would have been 
benefited at all had he been clected and his 
policy carried out. Most of them would 
have suffered great loss. Many who 
marked their ballots for Bryan knew that 
and yet they supported him. 

They behaved in that insane fashion be 
cause he had obtained control of the 
party, and they felt they conld not desert 
the party: So when some labor union falls 
under the control of a tonguey demagogue 
and a strike is ordered under his advice, 
membera who have no faith in the leader 
or his policy quit work because they will 
not be “ disloya!] to the union.” 

It can be said of all men, and not merely 
of laboring men, that most of their mis for- 
tunes are due to their choosing and follow- 


ing wrong leaders, They do so simply be- 


cause they will not take the time to think. 
They follow the men who promise the most 
without stopping to investigate whether it 
is possible: for the promisers to keep their 
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promises or whether it is desirable that 
those promises should be kept. 


ABOLITION OF SIBERIAN HORRORS, 

The announcement recently made that 
the Ozar has determined upon at least a 
partial abolition of the policy of exiling 
offenders to Biberia has attracted much 
attention and comment, the latter being 
distinctly favorable to the humane instincts 
of the Czar as well as to his desire to follow 
in the footsteps of his grarlfather, Alex- 
ander II., who emancipated the serfs, and 
to institute a reform in the governmental" 
policy of Russia. Without detracting at all 


from any credit the world may be disposed 


to give to the Czar it is possible that 
another reason may be assigned for the 
proposed change in policy. 

The near approach of the completion of 
the great dverland transsiberian railroad 
will open up to free settlement a vast 
area of country, as extensive, in fact, as the 
whole United States, and multitudes of 
Russians may be expected to pour into 


that territory when access to it by rail be- 


comes easy, quick, and cheap. They will 
be attracted there by the farming, mining, 
and fishing prospects which there is every 
reason to believe are very promising, as well 
as for commercial purposes. The Czur in 
such case cannot well continue making 
Siberia a penal colony after this migratory 
movement thither begins to take place. On 
the other hand he must find some new place 
or places for the detention and imprison- 
ment of Russians convicted of crime, 

A similar experience occurred in the re- 
lations of Great Britain to Australia. The 
latter country was used by the British for 
many years as a penal territory for convicts 
and felens. But when free and honest. 
settlers sought the continental island the 
government ceased to send convicts there 
and made other arrangements for them, 
The same motives and reasons may now 
be producing the change in the policy of the 
Czar to which Tug Tarrpunp has made al- 
lusion, Assuming such to be the case, it 
would still be a great reform and productive 
of benefit to the whole empire to abolish 
the practice of making Siberia a penal 
colony. A new locality can be found on 
the large Saghalien Island north of Japan, 
and convicts could be transported thither 
overland by rail to the Pacific seaboard 
or by water via the Suez Canal, or around 
the Cape of Good Hope, and thereby save 
them that awful land journey on foot, oc- 
cupying from four to six months of extraor- 
dinary fatigue and suffering. This of itself 
would be a material abatement of the 
terrors of Siberia as well as of the cruelties 
practiced on the march which tere some- 
times even worse than those experienced 
in prison camps. It is one of those cases 
where any change apparently would be for 
the better.

Mexico Preparing to Knock the Value 
of Silwer Still Lower. 


The continued decline in the value of silver 
bullion, writes T. H. Martin of Atlanta, Ga., 
to the New York Sun, is no doubt surprising 
to very many people who have been entirely 
honest in their friendship for the white 
metal, and there has been a great deal of 
speculation regarding the matter. Both the 
friends and enemies of free coinage ’’ have 
given very liberal expression to their sev- 
eral views. But it seems to me that the 
most important factor in the future worth 
of silver has been overlooked in these dis- 
cussions. 

My investigations in Mexico, Central and 
South America have convinced me that the 
price at which silver can be profitably mined 
depends simply upon a question of trans- 
portation; especially is this true in Mexico. 
The richest silver deposits in that country 
are far removed from lines of railroad, and 
as there is no available timber or coal for 
smelting purposes, the ore must be trans- 
ported many miles upon the backs of small 

ack mules; or else charcoal must be packed 
n the same way to the location of the mines, 

This very tedious and expensive means of 
transportation. renders it unprofitable to 
work even the richest silver deposits when 
they are located any considerable distance 
from lines of railroad. But when the roads 
are constructed to the mines and the ore 
can be transported to smelters at a numinal 
cost, or fuel delivered on the ground without 
the necessity of expensive transportation, 
there are hundreds. of deposits in the coun- 
tries named that can be worked profitably 
at a selling price for their output that would 
seem utterly ridiculous if named at this 
time. 

Such lines of railroad are now being 
pushed to completion, and it is this agency 
that will force a continued depreciation. in 
the value of silver. An honest investigation 
of these conditions must convince even the 
most stubborn advocate that the declin@in 
the market value of silver has only fairly 
begun.

DR. CARTER I$ ORDERED SOUTH. 


Surgeon in Command of the Marine 
Hospital, Chicago, Goes fo the 
Yellow Fever District, 


Dr. H. R. Carter, surgeon in command of 
the Chicago Marine Hospital, has been or- 
dered to Ocean Springs, Miss., to assist other 
government physicians in their efforts to 
prevent yellow fever from becoming epi- 
demic. The official order reached Chicago 
late on Monday night and yesterday after- 
noon Dr. Carter left over the Illinois Central 
road. He will join the other government 
physicians at New Orleans and proceed with 
them to the seat of danger, 

Dr. Carter has been in charge of the 
Marine Hospital here since last October, 
having succeeded Dr. J. B. Hamilton. He 
has had great experience with yellow fever. 
He was quarantine officer at Dry Tortugas 
when the dreaded yellow jack was epi- 
demic there. During the yeliow fever out- 
break at Brunswick, Ga., several yeafs agu, 
he had charge of the staff of marine sur- 
geons sent there. He has also encountered 
the dreaded disease on many other occasions 
and is thoroughly familiar with the best 
means of fighting it.

Cassidy is 
alleged to have sided with Wright, and both 
men, the police say, have at different times 
threatened to kill Renn. On Sunday night 
Renn met Wright and Cassidy in a saloon. 
They left the place together and soon after 
the quarrel began which ended in the death 
of Renn. 

Wright admits the killing, but says he 
does not know what started the fight. Cas- 
sidy still sticks to his first story—that he did 
not have anything to do with the killing 
except to act as peacemaker. 

Mre. Ellen Moran, an aunt of Renn, who 
lives at 105 Seward street, feels sure her 
nephew was the victim of a plot.

OUT OF A CITY JOB, 


Civil Service Commission Dis- 
charges Lutzenkirchen. 


BURKE DECLARES WAR. 


Threatens to Carry the Case to 
Mayor at Once. 


KRAUS DUBS IT CONTEMPT, 


Henry Lutzenkirchen, Secretary of the De- 
partment of Public Works, was discharged 
yesterday from the employ of the city by 
order of the Civil Service commission. Lut- 


Burke, head of the Democratic machine, and 
his discharge was at once accepted as the 
gage of battle by the politicians who have 
been so long covertly attacking the com- 
mission. ‘ 

Burke came out into the open at once and 
declared it meant war to the knife between 
the politicians and the commission from this 
time on, 

We will go to the Mayor as soon as he 
gets back,” said Burke, and find out 
whether or not we can get Democrats put to 
work at the City Hall.“ 

** What do you want?” he was asked. 
ae We want fair play, and we mean to get 


Wild Rumors in Pienty. 


In the meantime the City Hall was wild 
with rumors. One was that all three Civil 
Service Commissioners had drawn up their 
resignations and would present them to the 
Mayor on his return unless he gaye the 
commission a heartier support in the future, 
President Kraus and Commissioner Wins- 
ton both ridiculed this story as soon as they 
heard it. 

Nothing is further from our intentions 
than resigning,’ said Mr. Kraus, neither 
is there any reason why we should. We 
have no complaint to make of the past ac- 
tions of the Mayor nor any reason to sup- 
rose he will change his course in the future.“ 

The discharge of Lutszenkirchen grew out 
of his following the advice of Corporation 
Counsel Thornton and posing before the 
Civil Service Commission much as Alder- 
man Mangler recently did before the grand 
jury. 

Lutgenkirchen has been at the head ofa 
coterie of subheads of department in the 
City Hall which has been doing all it could 
to discredit the work of the Civil Service 
Commission. Saturday Lutzenkirchen sent 
out the story that advance copies of the 
questions asked in examinations had been 
offered for a price, and the commission at 
once sent out a subpmna for Mr. Lutsen- 
kirchen and told him to bring his evidence 
with him. 


Refuses to Answer. 


Yesterday he appeared before the commis- 
sion and blankly refused to answer any of 
the questions put him. Some of these ques- 
tions and his responses were as follows: 

Is it not a fact that if you have circu- 
lated such stories you did it to slander the 
commission and its employés, and that you 
had no facts to base it on? Have you not 
been pretty busy circulating reports about 
the resigning of the commissioners, and 
ruptures between the Mayor and the com- 
mission, solely for the purpose of slandering 
the commission?’’ 

J refuse to answer.“ 

Am I then to construe your continued 
refusal to answer the questions on the 
ground that you know of no one in this de- 
partment that solicited a bribe?’’ 

No, not on that ground at all. I simply 
refuse because I do not believe I am here 
as the law requires I should be.“ 

Lutzenkirchen was then dismissed. 

The records were examined and it was 
found Lutgenkirchen was a sixty-day man, 
appointed with the consent of the commis- 
sion. ä 

He is clearly in contempt of the com- 
mission,“ then remarked Mr. Kraus, and 
if we were to swear out a bench warrant 
we could punish him for contempt oi court. 
But such a proceeding is roundabout, and I 
guess the most direct way of getting at the 
matter is to deprive him of his present fob. 
Mr. Secretary, you will make out a revoca- 
tion of the permission for his appointment.“ 

So five minutes afterward a messenger 
boy carried the following note to Commis- 
sioner of Public Works McGann, and Lut- 
zenkirchen was a politician out of a job: 
Dear Bir: I am directed by the commis- 
sion to withdraw the authority given you 
under date of June 15 for a secretary for the 
Department of Public Works and to state 
that after this date the pay of Mr, Henry 
Lutzenkirchen will be stopped. Very re- 
spectfully, J. M. GLENN, Secretary.“ 


Opinions on the Case. 

"This closes the Lutzenkirchen case,” 
said President Kraus afterwards. “ The 
man was in contempt of the commission and 
discharged for that cause. Were he to come 
before us and testify, he could purge himseif 
of contempt and might thus be reinstated.’’ 

Corporation Counsel Thornton, Lutsen- 
kirchen's adviser, was indignant at the com- 
mission's action. 

The proceedings of the commission,“ he 
said were not legal, Mr. Lutgsenkirchen 
acted wisely in the matter, and I think his 
position would be sustained in any court.“ 

But in spite of Mr. Thornton's opinion, Mr. 
Lutsenkirchen is now out of a job, and peo- 
ple around the City Hall yesterday were 
recalling the story of the lawyer who told 
his cllent: Why, they can’t put you in jai! 
for that!“ 8 

That's all right,“ replied the client, but 
Im in jail just the same, ain't I?" 

Com sioner McGann had this to say of 
the incident: 

It is a matter entirely between the com- 
mission and an employé of the department; 
and the department itself has nothing to do 
with it.“

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PUPILS AT STUDY AGAIN, 


CHICAGO PUBLIC SCHOOLS OPEN 
FOR ANOTHER YEAR. 


Inereased Attendance Reperted at the 
Hyde Park, Engleweeod, Lake View, 
and Calumet High, and Several of 
the Grammar Scheola—Estimated 
First Day Enroliment Is 200,000 
Room for All the Children, Though 


The public schools of Chicago began a 
new year’s work yesterday with a first day's 
enrollment roughly estimated at 200,000. 
This, it ia believed, will be increased to 
240,000 within a few days. Large increases 
are reported in several of the high and gram- 
mar schools, and the new buildings were 
well filled. Despite labor troubles all were 
in condition to be used, though in several 
the heating apparatus has not been in- 
stalled. 

More than usual interest was centered 
about this year’s opening owing to the pend- 
ing labor trouble between the School board 
and the Bulldmg Trades council, and the 
claim made that thousands of children would 
have to be turned away owing to the unfin- 
ished condition of many of the buildings. 


Room for All Pupils. 


As Superintendent Lane predicted several 
days ago, however, there was room for all 
the children who applied, and it was only 
found necessary to hold double sessions in 
the Ward, Medill, and part of the Calhoun 
Schools. These sessions were from 8:30 to 
12:30 in the morning and in the afternoon 
from 12:30 to 4:30. Until the days grow per- 
ceptibly shorter it is not believed the ar- 
rangement will cause any great inconven- 
lence to the pupils. 

Superintendent Lane was unable to give 
out any figures regarding the day's eroll- 
ment, but the indications of an increase over 
last year were so pronounced in several of 
the schools as to lead to the belief the en- 
rollment would be found to reach at least 
200,000 
| Marked Increases, 

Thus there were marked increases report- 
ed at the Hyde Park, Englewood, Lake 
View, and Calumet High Schools, and the 
new A. H. Burley, the D. R. Cameron, the 
Lafayette, the Medill, and the Sherwood 
Schools. 

The increase at the Hyde Park School was 
especially noticeable. Considerable of this 
increase was reported to be due to the trans- 
fer of pupils from the South Division High 
School. 

Nearly the same increase, however, was 
reported at the Englewood High School, 
where the overfiow has largely filled up the 
branches. An overflow was also reported 
at the Calumet. 

The present indications are that the at- 
tendance will exceed 240,000, Superintendent 
Lane said late in the afternoon it looked as 
though more teachers would be needed. 


Board Rooms Crowded. 


The rooms of the Board of Education in 
the Schiller Building were busy places. 
During the morning the clerks and officials 
were busy with special orders connected 
with the opening of the schools, ana in the 
afternoon crowds of teachers and others 
were looking for information, securing 
printed matter, and other things needed in 
connection with the work in hand. 

Superintendent Lane expressed himself as 
highly gratified at the attendance, and the 
general absence of any trouble in connection 
with the opening. . 

The new Kozminski School at Fifty- 
fourth street and Ingleside avenue was 
opened by Superintendent Lewis. The ap- 
pointment of Richard Waterman as princi- 
pal has not been confirmed by the board. 
The school opened with 500 pupils, who come 
mostly from the James W. Scott, Ray, and 
Kenwood Schools. 

In the afternoon there was a meeting of 
the Supplies committee and the janitor in 
the Schiller Building to consider what effect 
the strike would have upon the coal supply 
in connection with\the probable demands of 
the schools. The meeting developed the 
fact there was a good supply of coal in most 
of the schools, and it was the opinion there 
was nothing In the future situation to war- 
rant any apprehension. 


/SIX KILLED IN AN EXPLOSION. 


Workmen Blown to Atoms by a Com- 
bination of Natural Gas and 
Nitroglycerin. 


Cygnet, O., Sept. 7.—A terrible explosion 
of nitre-glycerin occurred here this after- 
noon at 8 o’clock, which. resulted in the 
death of six people whose names are known 
and others at present unknown. The killed 
are: Sam Barber, Allen Fallis, John Thomp- 
son, Charles Partel, Henry Lansdale, —— 
Havens, a boy. 

The explosion occurred at the Grant well, 
located at the rear of the National Supply 
company’s office building, in the village 
limits, This well had just been shot by 
Samuel Barber, the shooter for the Ohio 
and Indiana Torpedo company. The well 
was a gasser, and when the 120 quarts of 
glycerin let down in the well exploded the 
gas ignited, and with a terrific roar the 
flames shot high above the derrick. 4A 
soon as the drillers saw the flames several 
climbed into the derrick to shut off the 
gas, but they had hardly got there when 
there was a terrible explosion. The burn- 
ing gas had started the remaining glycerin 
in the empty cans standing in a wagon near 
the derrick. In another wugon near by were 
some cans containing another 120 quarts of 
the stuff, and this was started by the force 
of the first explosion&® 

The second was blended with the first in 
a mighty roar, and the town and surround- 
ing country for miles trembled from the 
shock, 

The National Supply company’s building 
was completely demolished, and nothing re- 
mains but a big hole where the wagons 
stood. There is not a whole pane of glass 
in any window in the town, and every 
house and store was shaken to its founda- 


tion.

KEENE AS CARDINAL RICHELIEU 


Despite Many Drawbacks the Tragedian 
Gives a Faithful Impersonation 
of the Great Character. 


It is hard to believe that Cardinal Riche- 
lieu, the rulerof France, the lord over Kings, 
the dispenser of life and death, should have 
been almost totally devoid of the power of 
speech. And yet Mr. Dodson and Mr. Keene 
have conspired to make us believe this was 
the case. On Monday night Mr. Dodson 
whispered confidentially across the foot- 
lights to the first row of the parquet, and 
last night the more stentorian Mr. Keene 
‘mumbled a curious language which might 
have been French or high Dutch, but was in 
reality 
English as invented by Sir Henry Irving, 
and copied by all true exponents of the 
classic drama. 

Mr. Keene’s inarticulate mumble is not 
the only method of blank verse delivery 
which defies our intelligence. The more 


_plebeian style of Mr. Charles Hanford is 


almost as common. He affects in the more 


colloquial passages a jaunty comic opera 


manner which is strangely incongruous, 
while in the flowery rene of Lytton's 
blank verse, thinking . sibly there is not 
much meaning to be got out of such lan- 
guage in any case, he lets accent and punc- 
tuation go to the winds and gives us sen- 
tences of this sort: ; 

Tou shun the sword beware the axe. 
Will fall at last.“ 

Burdened with these vagaries of speech 
and Miss Lucia Moore’s movements, which 
were suggestive of St. Vitus’ dance, not to 
speak of the most execrable stage setting, 
Bulwer Lytton’s famous drama could hard- 
ly achieve a great success. And yet there 
is this to be said, which is to the credit of 
both actor and dramatist: In spite of 
Thomas Keene's delivery, in spite of his 
tawdry stage furnishings, in spite of the 
melodramatic atmosphere of the play, in 
spite of its talkiness and conventionalities, 
we really had a Richelieu last night of a cer- 
tain kind. That is to say, we forgot fora 
moment that we were in Chicago listening 
to Thomas Keene, because the art of the 
actor without the help of any stage embel- 
lishment carried us back to the contempla- 
tion of the real Richelieu.

Domestic Troubles of the Well-Known

BONDS NOT A PREFERRED LIEN. 


Baltimore and Ohio Receivers Deny 
the Issue Raised by the Union 
Trust Company. 


Baltimore, Md., Sept. 7.—[{Special.]—The 
Baltimore and Ohio railroad receivers to- 
day filed an answer in the United States 
Court to the suit of the Union Trust com- 
pany of New York, brought to compel the 
receivers to include .the $10,000,000 of mort- 
gage bonds of 1885 in the same class as the 
consolidated mortgage bonds of the Mercan- 
tile Trust company of New York, meaning in 
effect that the 1885 mortgage bonds be made 
a preferred lien. 

The suit grows out of the refusal of the 
receivers to pay interest on the above bonds 
due Aug. 1 last. The receivers, after de- 
tailing the reasons for the issue of the con- 
solidated mortgage bonds, say that since the 
making of the consolidated mortgage the 
road has contracted obligations to a large 
amount. These obligations were incurred 
on the credit of its ownership of the main 
line and branches, unincumbered by any 
mortgage lien in addition to those recited 
in the consolidated mortgage and the mort- 
gage itself, and that it would be a great 
hardship on creditors to have the mortgage 
of 1885 made a preferred lien.

NEW YORK, Sept. 7.—The Evening Post's Lon- 
don financial cablegram says: 

There was no business in the stock markets 
today, except in Americans. These had a dull 
opening, consequent upon realizations, but picked 
up in the afternoon and changed hands at a mate- 
rial advance on last night's figures.

far west as Montana and Utah, giving espe- 
cial attention to the agricultural interests 
of the States visited, with particular refer- 
ence to irrigation, horse raising, and sugar 
beet growing. 

“I found the farmers in especially good 
spirits wherever I went.“ he sad. There 
is no doubt that confidence is restored and 
that the country 1s justified in its anticipa- 
tions of better times. The people are all 
busy in the West. Indeed, I do not believe 
there is an idle man west of the Mississippi 
who wants work.“ 

Mr. Wilson predicted a still further ad- 
vance in the price of wheat, due to the fact 
that there is not only a short crop abroad, 
but also because of the fact that, according 
to his observation, the crop will not be so 
extensive in this country as has generally 
been anticipated. 

With the improvement of the times,“ he 
said, ‘‘the average American is going to 
have all the flour his family can consume, 
even though he may have to pay a little more 
for it. I believe that even without the short- 
age in the foreign crops, the conditions in 
this country would have forced wheat to a 
dollar a bushel. But,“ he added, the im- 
proved condition of the farmer is due not 
alone to the enhanced price in wheat, but 
there has been a corresponding improvement 
in all farm products.“ 


SHORT WHEAT CROP IN EUROPE. 


United States Will Be Called Upon for 
One Hundred and Twenty Million 
Bushels More than Last Year. 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 7.—W. P. Atwell, 
Commercial Agent of the United States at 
Robaix, France, sends to the State depari- 
ment a report on the short wheat crop in 
France. He says the crop in France, and, in 
fact, in all Europe, has fallen much below 
the average, and that it is estimated that the 
United States and Canada will be called 
upon to export from 120,000,000 to 130,000,000 
bushels more than they exported to Europe 
last year. France will require about 60,000,- 
000 bushels to meet the deficiency in that 
country. | 

Counsel Heenan at Odessa has made quite 
an extensive report to the State department 
concerning the failure of the crops in Rus- 
gia. In many districts it has been the wettest 
season known and grain has been destroyed 
by both rain and hail. Much of the grain 
was not worth the expense of binding. The 
wheat received at Odessa is of a very in- 
ferior quality. The report predicts that little 
wheat will be exported from Russia during 
the season of 1897-98, as there is little avail- 
able for that purpose, the oli stocks being 
practically exhausted, and the new croup 
little more than sufficient for the home de- 
mand. The failure of the wheat crop in 
Austria-Hungary, Roumania, and Bulgaria, 
Consul Heenan continues, has brought buy- 
ers from those countries into Russia, aud 
wheat which would-ordinarly leave Odessa 
by steamers is destined to go by rail from 
the interior into the countries named.

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| STOPS THE GENEVA ROAD. 


SUPREME COURT GRANTS A SUPER-~- 
SEDEAS TO PROPERTY-HOLDERS, 


Egect Is to Suspend Building ra- 
tions Until the Decision of Judge 
Brown Is Reviewed at the Next Ses- 
sion—Residents Hold the Company 
Cannot Invade Private Property 
When Street on Which They Have 
Secured Right of Way Is Open to It. 


The State Supreme Court yesterday grant- 
ed to the Geneva property-holders who are 
endeavoring to restrain the Aurora and 
Geneva electric railway from laying its 
tracks on the premises of some of the finest 
residences in Geneva, a supersedeas which 
will serve to stop building operations until 
next October. 

This case is now one of the most cele- 
brated trolley line actions which have ever 
been brought in the State. The Aurora and 
Geneva road is a section of the electric line 
which has been built from Aurora to Car- 
pentersville. The Aurora end has been built 
to a point within two miles of Geneva. It 
already had been given the right of way 
through Batavia and over Batavia avenue 
to Geneva. There being a number of grades 
the road people surveyed a route along Fox 
River over the river frontage of Orville 
Peckham, attorney for the First National 
Bank of Chicago; Frank Crittenden, a prom- 
inent Board of Trade man; Charles Pope, 
the glucose manufacturer, and several prom- 
inent Chicagoans who have suburban resi- 
dences in Geneva. 

The road petitioned the Circuit Court to 
condemn the right of way, which was done. 
The property-owners then sued out a writ 
of error to the Supreme Court, asking that 
it be made a supersedeas to restrain the 
builders from entering the premises until 
Judge Brown's decision overruling the re- 
spondents’ motion to dismiss the petition 
could be reviewed by the Supreme Court at 
its next session. 

The property-owners make the point that 
the road having been incorporated and or-. 

as a street railway canot leave the 
street to run over the private property for 
any considerable distance when the street 
on which they have secured the right of way 
is open to them. 

This is said to be a new point, and has 

never been passed on in this State, but it 
has been in other States, and adversely to 
the claim of the railway people. 
0 The property in question extends along 
the Fox River front for nearly two alles. 
and forms the private grounds, pasturage 
for blooded cattle, fine oak groves, and little 
artificial lakes which the several owners 
have improved at great cost, and the citi- 
zens are prepared to fight the road to any 
extent. — 8 

The jury which went over the proposed 
right of way and condemned the property 
were, it is said, a jury of farmers, who in 
assessing damages gave owners about what 
farm land away from residence dictricts 
would bring. The owners say they were 
awarded damages in some cases much less 
than the road itself had previously offered. 


MORGAN STOCKS ARE — 


Bear Speculators Fail in an Effort to 
Work a Yellow Fever 
Scare.

New York, Sept. 7.—Bear speculators made 
much ado today over yellow fever reports; 
they did not succeed in getting the market
